AN AFTERNOON’S STROLL THROUGH 
THE GALLERIES—WHAT YOU 
MAY SEE THERE. 


We have often been amused by the assertion 
that the critical opinions of the press, have no 
force in conferring reputation upon artists and 
others. The exact truth is that all reputation or 
renown is preserved by the press, either 
through newspapers, periodicals, or in 
the form of books. This is no less 
true of artists than of scholars, statesmen, 
soldiers, etc. Take an American painter or sculp¬ 
tor of slender reputation ; a few thousand peoole 
have seen his works, and a few hundreds, per¬ 
haps, are capable of judging of their comparative 
merits. But any general reputation lie may have 
and which constitutes what uia^ be called fame, 
Is given by the press. So true Is this that it ha; 
Passed Into a proverb that the Art Of printing is 
the “Art preservative of all Arts.” 

So much by way of prelude to some necessary| 
observations on the “Loan Collection’ o 
pictures recently opened at the ne w| 
Academy of Fine Arts. It is ssld| 
that the financial purpose 01 this exhibition in to 
aid the Academy in the purchase of Makart's 
“Venice paying homage to Caterina Cornarc. ” 
a large canvass new to be seen In the spacious 
northwestern gallery oi ihe Academy an« with 
which most people are already familiar, fn m 
prominence in the Austrian department o The 
Centennial Art Hall. Our information was come 
effect that t his painting had not been puvenasea 
by the Academy, but that they had the recusal of 
ItattaOjOtw. it is not a very desirable work for 
the Academy to purchase, particularly at 
that price. It is a ga«->d gallery 
picture and calculated to please the popular laa^e. 
But as a work of a-tft. comparatively nidged, fts 
merits are by no means great ; #iu« as a study for 
students ^one of thechiet alms ei an academy col¬ 
lection) ms far from being desirable. The exe¬ 
cution is not ejual to that cri the greatest modern 
masters, asul the subject is next to nothifig; y*y 
there was a chance lor more display ci character 
and expression than Is grwen in ague's. TTitc c 
is nothing weas’about me nancvng f tut ©n the 
other hand the picture racks aiinospneee, aertai 
perspective, an', soon. Tins w^ole is “painty,” 
to a high degree, considering »,he prei*3«.«us 
character of the work. The composition teeaever* 
'Hie lady in charge in ike unoer galleries k.‘ do* 
loaned us a catalogue. . t^e parties in cna*geof 
the ‘ ‘Sommervllle collection of Gems,’’etc., and 
of the collection of the “Pennsylvania Museum 
and School of Industrial Art” were sit)] more 
magnanimous. They presented ks who two cat¬ 
alogues. This is an entirely distinct exiwnon, 
and ihe proper attention will be devoted to tt next 
week. 

Of the “Loan Collection” it Is impossible, as It 
is perhaps unnecessary, to aturnpt a criti¬ 
cal analysis, or even proper mention, of 
each particular work. We snail simply give 
the impressions of an afternoon's stfoll through 
the galleries, doubtless appreciating none t.oo 
highly and slighting many tfiiat are worthier—Just 
dwelling upon a picture, here and there. 

Most picture-loving people are familiar with 
Vanderlyn’s ‘ ‘Aiadne. ’’ It is not a * ’great” work. 
Sweet is the word for it. Sweet! 

‘ ‘The Sea, ” by E. Moran, a work of 1870, Is a line 
Moran, and contrary to some o; this artist s works, 

It oversteps nor, the modesty of nature. 

“Twilight,” and “A Rainy Day near Munich. - 
are two canvasses of considerable size by PhUip 
Weber. These landscapes are pa.ntf l in Mr. 
Weber’s broadest and best manner, and have more 
soul In them than most pictures by German 
artists. His style is different, from that of his ots- 
lirjgulslied relative, Paul Weber, but no less 
fascinating and more nee. 

The “Environs of Rome,” by Albert Hertel, is a 
skilfully managed effect. 

“Galla Horses,” by C. Pittara, Is a sensible 
picture, well painted. One of the horses, how¬ 
ever, looks very much like a mule. 

Hans Makart’s “Abuudunce of the Sea, "and 
•‘Abundance of the Earth,” are about equal in 
point o' execution to his * -Caterina Coruaro. ” 
“Dividing the Profits : is one of Dan. Knight’s 
earlier efforts, with which most Phtladelpmans 
who take any Interest in Art are familiar. It bears 
little resemblance to his present style of painting. 

W e were never able to discover the germ of powei 
In any of Knights early efforts, though many people 
pretended to. 

‘ ‘Crystal Lake” is a plausible painting by Beir- 
Btadt. 

Uertzog’s “Norwegian Waterfall,” represents a 
torrent tumbling down a grass-grown de«lvity; 
with rocks and trees and Norwegian shanties and 
a northern sky, all very realistic and highly a rustic: 
But all Mr. Hertzog's pictures seem to lack what 
the ladles call “teeiing, ’ and “heart” and “soul, * 
and so on. 

‘ ’M*d Ocean, ” is by Wm. T. Richards. Mr. 
Richards has a profound, thougn not a tender 
empathy with nature. His style is very much 
ore handsome than ‘ ‘fine. ” 

‘•The Retreat,” from the brush of W. A. 
Achi ever. Is a free and tine piece of work. 

Rofnen's “Le Mont Rose ' is a small affair, 
eofcely taunted. A1 thougn grey, it is singularly 
Bear and pi’onounced in color. 

A pairitlpg by Rosa Bcnheur has the fascination 
of an easier manner than most of hers, but less 
effect. 

*Early Tria’s, ” by F, Poser, Is a clever, though 
not remarkable piece of painting, invested wi;li a 
certaffi tame, old-fasliione 1 sentiment. 

The ‘ ‘Burning of the Royal Palace at Stockholm 
in Charles XI I’s r l ime’ Is forcible In effect and tol- j 
erably well executed; but on the wnole, a useless, I 
unnecessary sort of a work. 

A large stlll-liie picture by Aug. Jernberg is of 
the first grade In that branch of art. 

William T. Richards’ <w S^ach at At¬ 
lantic City” impressed us as being finer In e olor 
than many of ids marines. It is difficult to dis¬ 
cover, from the appearance of Richard’s marine 
pictures which are the most labored. Now, of 
this picture, viewed at a dlskincb, we should say 
it is a work that has received the most careiul 
and conscientious study of whicn the artist is 
capable. But on inspecting it very closely we say 
to ourselves, ‘ ‘it has been sllghtea, ” 

A Carl TIolT is suggeothe at first olush of Roth- 
ermel. Did Rothermel imitate Hoff, or Hoff 
copy Rothermel? There's an interestingeonundrum 
lor the curious connoisseur. 

Charles Landelle’s “Fellah Woman” is worth 
pausing over. 

W. Bougereau’s * ‘Arcadia, ” is full of a fine, dig¬ 
nified sentiment and tenderness. 

The * ‘Harvest Scene” is quite a wonderful work 
for Jas. R. Knight to produce. We never ex¬ 
pected our Knight to paint so i*tu. Notwltli 
standing his acquired power, ancs*t ha faultless char¬ 
acter of his execution, together with the favora¬ 
ble prejudice with which one views a work pro¬ 
tected by the prestige of a name 
that has become famous, it Is impos¬ 
sible to dony tluu there is 3 till something disagree¬ 
able about his coibr. Tliltf is, perhaps, more ap 
parent in the “Market Scene ’ than in the other 

S lcture. The subject Is doubtless more difficult. 

night is a striking example of what years of close 
and continued stuity may do for a man originally 
suppose^ to le of medloePe capacity. The treat¬ 
ment of both these pictures is exceedingly artistic 
and scholarly, and simple and unostentatious 
almost to a fault. 

“The Evening Star,” by Alex. Cabanel, Is a 
graceful and touching picture, of a character cal¬ 
culated to please and Improve the public taste, if 
not positively to elevate art. 


PHILADELPHIA STUDIOS. 


Tlie Works of PhiBig) Wcbcr—Amcri* 
can Landscape Paiu(iug,£tc. 

Walking through North Ninth street a few days 
ago, an exquisite painting In the window of A. 
Lowe’s picture frame gallery caught our at¬ 
tention. A picturesque and wild mountain scene, 
with crystal falls dropping down In the ethereal 
distance “through wood and fen and tangled 
glen,” now a lakelet, and again dashing on over 
rarely tinted rocks, underneath overhanging 
trees, on to Ule beautifully detailed foreground— 
a vision wrested from nature in her happiest mo¬ 
ment. living again through the rich Imagery of 
the artist. Enquiry elicited the fact that it was 
the work of a young artist. Phiiy? Weber, the same 
whose exceedingly beautiful Falls of the Yosemite 
first met the public gaze during the late Exhibi¬ 
tion. Mr. Lowe, who is no mean connoisseur l n 
fine arts, owns a choice collection of pictures from 
the pencil of this artist, of whom he Is an enthusi¬ 
astic admirer and patron. At the extremity or hl« 
salon, in rich and handsome frames, are enshrined 
these mirablesof beauty. Among them a largo 
and grand landscape, which ln harmony and 
strength of color Is unsurpassed. Another, show¬ 
ing great originality and independence of thought, 
in its tempestuous aspects depicts a rocky coast 
with huge boulder', crowned with a hundred 
surcharge;! clouds, foam-crested waves dash 
angrily against the shore, and map far up th e 
rocky base, while a flock of sea-gulls disporting in 
the spray whiten with their w»t.g 3 the gloomy, 
leaden sky beyond. It is all done with powerfu] 
earnestness and with a decision of touch that never 
falters. 

visiting this artist’s studio (1323 chestnut Street) 
we found it rich in pictures. On all sides the evi¬ 
dence? of his untiring Industry, overpowered us 
with a sense of t< o much labor for one still so 
young in years, (he is scarcely twenty-three) and 
the studies on his walls, countless compositions 
and sketch books, the finished pictures seemed the 
result of a long life of study and abstraction. 
Courteous amt modest in deportment, without re 
mark or conmfbnt, he submitted his pictures to 
our inspection, and for the time we revelled in a 
Paradise of beauty. Views from our own rock- 
bound coasts and other scenes from far beyond 
the seas were turned to us In the softened light, 
while on the easel awaiting the finishing 
touch, was a recollection of the artist’s 
childhood, a remarkably fine painting of the 
mountains and valleys of Bavaria. The distance 
of tills picture with its prismatic play of light Is 
wonderful. While the foreground with its masse* 
of herbage, profusion of wild flowers, weeds and 
tufts of grass »ire executed with inimitable fidelity. 

Jr such Is ihe exceeding richness of ills youthful 
competitions, wLat nitty not be ekpeeted from 
Ms creative genius, when time shall have mel¬ 
lowed and perfected his conceptions. 

Already he has achieved success, and with the 
ever-increasing popularity that comes wffh ma¬ 
tured pi a ctRe. and the full development of hi* 
inventive faculties Philip Weber bids fair to attain 
still greater eminence, and will unquestionably 
place himself among the foremost great men or the 
pened. b e.
